ae procedure as set by the 
Association is as follows:— 

1. A player wishing a transfer 
must approach the Club he 
has signed for and request a 
letter agreeing to his trans- 
fer. 

2. The player then forwards this 
letter to the Association, to- 
gether with a formal applic- 
ation for a Transfer Form, 
and encloses the sum of £1. 

3. A Transfer Form is then is- 
sued, and completed by the 
player and the Club which 
has agreed to his release. 


4. The Transfer Form is then 
- returned to the Association, 
who approves same. 


5. The player is then eligible 
_to play for his new Club. 
without any waiting period. 

6. If the Club refuses to trans- 
fer the player, it is his right 

to appeal to the Association, 
and the appeal will be heard 


by the Transfer Disputes 
Committee, and a final rul- 
ing given. 


It has been assumed by many 
players that the transfer system 
has been completely altered, and 
that in conjunction Registration 
Forms have been extensively 
altered in wording. 

This is not correct as each Club 
has always had the right to refuse 
a transfer, and similarly the 
player has also had the right to 
appeal against any Club decision. 

The main difference is that 
players signing Re gistration 
Forms in Season 1958 do not re- 
quire to re-sign for their Club in 
Season 1959 or any succeeding 
season. 


However, if the player desires 


a transfer, he may make -applica- 


tion to his Club for same at any

6¢ A RE players at long last be- 

ginning to realise what they 
owe to themselves, their Clubs, 
and the game itself?” I have 
noted with great pleasure the pre- 
seasonal physical conditioning pro- 
grammes of some of the Clubs, 
and although there are still too 
many players who consider it .a 
waste of time to prepare their 
bodies for the forthcoming weekly 
90 minutes of violent exercise, I 
really believe they are in the 
minority. 

It does not necessarily mean, of 
course, that a perfectly fit man or 
boy automatically becomes a great 
player, but it does mean that the 
knowledge and skill he has can be 
produced on every possible occa- 


gave some time ago to “Take care 
of your feet.” 

They must have had quite a 
time of it in the last few weeks. 
“Did you just moan about them, or 
give them some help?” Put a 
handful “of common salt into a 
bowl (or some other metal con- 
tainer, even a pudding basin if 
your foot is small enough) half- 
filled with warm water.

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Prahran Soccer Club to Celebrate Referees Needed 
Golden Jubilee 


Founded in 1908, the Prahran City Soccer Club is the 
only one of the original Clubs affiliated to the Victorian 
Amateur Soccer Football Association (V.A.S.F.A.) to 
have remained in continuous existence throughout the 
past 50 years. The original ground was at Middle Park. 


JX 1919 the club was renamed 

Windsor British Association 
Football Club and moved to Fawk- 
ner Park, and in 1924 the club 
name reverted to Prahran City 
Soccer Club. 

Among the members of the club 
in those early years was its peer- 
less secretary, the late Wally 
Tunn, who held that office from 
1913 until his death in 1951. 

Feature 
Wally also held the office of 


vice-president of the V.A.S.F.A., - 


which points to a noticeable feat- 
ure of the club’s history, namely 
the number of its members who 
_ have become councillors of the 

Association and helped to build 
soccer in this State. 
. Among these appear the names 
of Harry Parker, George Hawes 
and Harry Bengham, who was sec- 
retary of the Association for many 
years. 

At the present time, three 
former members of the club are 
officers of the Association, namely, 
Bill Thomas, chairman, who cap- 
4ained Prahran in 1932; Jim Paul, 
deputy chairman; and Alex Kerr, 
treasurer, who captained Prahran 
in 1942 when, for the first time, 
they won the coveted Dockerty 


Cup; Wally Bates, president of the 
Referees’ Association. . 
Headquarters 

In 1929 the club moved to Como 
Park, which headquarters they still 
occupy. Through the years the 
teams played in various colours— 
purple and gold from inception to 
1924, when the colours became 
black and white vertical stripes 
until 1935, when the now familiar 
white shirt and black shorts were 
introduced. 

The club’s most notable suc- 
cesses have been: ist Division 
1921, 27, 39, 42, 44, 45, and 
Dockerty Cup winners 1942, 46, 

During this, its Golden Jubilee 


year, the members would appre-
